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Connecting an HDMI™ or a DVI device to the HDMI input 

The HDMI m input on your TV receives digital audio 
and uncompressed digital video from an HDMI 
device or uncompressed video from a DVI [2] device. 



This input is designed to accept HDCP 131 program 
material in digital form from EIA/CEA-861/861B- 
compliant 141 consumer electronic devices (such as a set- 
top box or DVD player with HDMI or DVI output). 

The HDMI input is designed for best performance 
with 1080i high-definition video signals, but will also 
accept and display 480i, 480p, and 720p signals.

(User-replaceable component) 

The light source for this TV is a mercury lamp with internal 
atmospheric pressure that increases during use. The lamp has a limited 
service life that varies depending on product use and user settings. 
As is generally the case will all projection TV's that use projection 
lamps as a light source, the brightness of the lamp in this TV may 
vary somewhat over the expected service life and will generally 
decrease over time.
